HISTORY OF STRIKES, 


That the laboring men have as just 


and lawful right to combine for tbe 
purpose of keeping op wage* »» em- 
ployers have to refuse to accede to 
their terms, whether by similar com- 
bination, or otherwise, no unprejudiced 
or sensible person will deny. There- 
fore strikes, legitimately conducted, 
are not only lawful but in most cases, 
Justifiable. But notwithstanding these 
these facts, the history of strikes in 
thia country for this last twenty years 
shows tbat however just may be the 
cause of the laboring men in any in- 
dustrial disturbance 
the resort to 


strikes has almost invariably resulted 
in greater loss to the strikers than to 
the employers. For every instance in 
which tbe point is gained, there are ten 
cases in whiob the laborers are either 
compelled to go back to tbeir work, 
under tbe same conditions, defeated 
and humiliated, or else give place to 
new belp and themselves seek other 
employment, which often times is not 
easy to 
tind. 
By consulting tbe 


statistics of strikes in tbe 
United 


States since 1887, one will find that tbe 
money loss to tbe strikers has been 
jaet twice tbat to tbe employers, and 
that tbe ratio in the cases of lookouts 
has been about tbe same. In these 
times of "protection" with consequent 


' trust domination, which means mil 


lioas upon millions of unearned profits 
for capitalists, the laborers have bat 
little chance of forcing any concessions 
from tbeir employers. To tbe latter 
the suspension of business for a few 
weeks, or even months does not neces- 
sarily mean much, wbi!.- to tbe work. 
.ing forca it ia most likely to mean 
poverty and privation, if not absolute 
•want. 


While these are lamentable facta, 


' they are nevertheless true, as shown 
'by tbe record?, and it behooves the 
laboring men of tbe country to con- 
sider tbe situation carefully and to 
see U some means cannot be adopted 
to secure tbeir rights, other than 
wbipb 
have 
proven 
unsuccessful 


Would it n^t be wisdom to remove tbe 
cause of such demonstrations rather 
than hopelessly combat tbe evil as u 
fixture?

A SUBVKV OF SOILS. 


Professor Wilson Securing Sample* for 


Analysis. 


Prof. N. E. Wilson, chemist of the 


Nevada State Agrio ulturai Experiment 
Station, left last evening on -the east 
bound train on a trip throughout 
oeutral Nevada, for tbe purpose of 
gathering samples ot various soils, 
both fertile and alkaline, which he will 
analyze on bis return. This ia a part 
of the work of making a tabulated 
color map of Nevada, showing 
the 


different soils in every part ot tbe 
State. 


It is the intention of Professor Wil- 


son to get over as large an area of Ne- 
vadei as is possible in tbe limited time 
^t'liffi'dispoual, for lie intends to .re- 
turn to Reno ia time to assist in tbe 
registration and assignment of stu- 
dents to classes in the State Univer- 
sity, fie will visit Lovelock and Battle 
Mountain, from where be will go 
through tbe Keese River Valley. From 
Austin he will go to Palisade and then 
cross over into Crescent valley. From 
Orescent Valley he will go back to 
Elko, arriving tbere on the 22nd inat. 
to/give examinations- for entrance to 
the State University, which will tabe 
op two days. Leaving Elko be will go 
south to Huntingdon Valley, next to 


Moille Valley, then to Fort Halleok 


and over into Ruby Valley and Clover 
Valley. 


Wells, Halleck Station, tbe north 


fork of the Hnmboldt river, Tuscorora 
and Paradise Valley will thea 
be 


visited in regular order, after which be 
will return to Reno by tbe way of Wiri- 
nemucca. 


Soon after the completion of tbia 


trip the Professor will go through 
southwestern Nevada for the same 
purpose.
